This bulletin represents an attempt to gather together from various 
sources weights, measures and conversion factors commonly required in 
calculations pertaining to agricultural products. It has been prepared 
in co-operation with the Agriculture Division, Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, the commodity divisions of the Department of Agriculture 
Marketing Service, and the trade. 

The sources of information vary and many of the figures may be 
revised as further data are obtained. In some cases the figures have 
been revised from those formerly used in government publications. Un- 
less otherwise noted, the data are national averages and may therefore 
not be valid for use regionally. Figures have been rounded in most 
cases. In some instances weights and percentages are fixed by law. 

Each of these is indicated by the aaditicn of the word “statutory” after 
the item. 

As this bulletin should be regarded as provisional, comments wil} 
be of assistance in preparing any subsequent edition. Letters regard-
